JUDIVIOUS ADVBR1LISING. 


The wholesale merchanw of St, 
Louis, Chicago and Cincinnati have 
plenty of drummers, bu’ they have of 
late discovered that judicious advertis- 
ing is as beneficial to them as to the 
retail dealers. They fiad that an ad- 
vertisement, judiciously made up, pays 
better in proportion to its cost than the 
drummer. The drummer gets credit 
for every order sent in, which Is not al- 
ways the case with the advertisement. 
Customers who may have been secured 
directly through the instrumentality of 
the latter, rarely take the trouble to 
announce the fac’, when they make 
their purchases, but this does not pre- 
vent intelligent merchants from 
posting themselves as to the 
merits , of judicious advertising, 
and those who have taken most 
pains to become thoroughly informed 
on this point, are usually the best 
patrons of the press. There is no reas 
son why systematic advertising is any 
more profitable to retail men than to 
the wholesale trade. Yet many of the 
latter think that while it is well enough 
to make their business facilities known 
through the newspapers, it is a sheer 
waste of money for the wholesale men 
to do likew.se. Bat, as we said on the 
outset, the wholesale merchants of the 
large cities named are learning better, 
and they are notifying everybody 
reached by their newspapers of their 
facilities for selling goods. 


THE VROPS. 


a 


From every portion of the country 
we hear tlattering accounts of the crup 
prospects. The grain cropa of the weat 
and northwest, jast previous to the re- 
cent cold weather, promised an unusu- 
ally large vield, and it is not probab‘e 
that they have been materially dama,e }. 
Indeed, telegraphic reports indicate that 
whatever injury has resulted from the 
cold snap baa net only bean light, 
but is confined to very smell areas in 
the extreme northwest. The prospect 
of a war between Fogland and Russia 
and the consequent rise in breadstuffs 
has stimulated the farmers of the west 
into unusual activi'y, and there is a 
large increase in the acreage of grain. 
The same cause lias influenced the 
southern farmers to 1ncrease their grain 
crops, but not to the extent war- 
ranted by the attitude of the two 
powers. A war between England and 
Kuesia would be of material benefit to 
the west, while working great injury 
tothe south. The grain of the west- 
ern farmer would command remunera- 
tive prices in the markets of the world, 
while the price of cotton would neces- 
sarily fall. It is to be regretted 
therefore, that the southern planter 
did not take time by the firelock and, 
while reducing his cotton crop, in- 
crease the acreage of corn, wheat and 
oats. 

As far as the Georgia crops are von- 
cerned, we learn from the admirable 
report of Dr, Janes, state commissioner 
of agriculture, that the increase in the 
area planted in corn throughout Geor- 
gia, except in middie Georgia, is three 
per cent over last year. The seasons 
have thus far been favurabie, and the 
prospect is favorable for an abundant 
harvest. The increase in the area de- 
voted to oats is eight per cent., and the 
prospect excellent. The increase in 
wheat over last year, according to Dr. 
Janes’s report, is eighteen per cent. 
The principal increare has been in 
Southwest Georgia, where the in- 
crease in the area sum 
amounts to forty-six per 
cent. There era complaints of 
rust throughout the state, but the 
average prospect is good. It is too 
early to make any predictions in re- 
gard to the cotton crop, but the condi- 
tion of the plant is good. Upon the 
whole, farmers have no reason to com- 
plain. 


THE RAILROAD 70 THA PACIFIC. 


Sneeeilieetiol 


Our people are almost unacquainted 
with the pending projects to build a 
railroad on the line of the 32d paral- 
lel to the Pacific coast. 

The peculiar situation of the rival 
companies who are seeminyly strug» 
gling to build the road on this line 
would, to a casual observer, make one 
conclude that the eonnection thongh 
would be made at an early day. Bat 
we fear that tbe fact that two different 
companies are contending over the 
question as to who shall build it will 
result in delaying the work, instead of 
pushing it forward. 

The two parties who wish to build 
this road are, the Southern Pacific and 
the Texas Pacific. The Southern 
Pacific company has built from 


Sin Francisco coming east to Fort 


Yuma on the border of Arizona, over 


six hundred miles of the road—and are 


now asking congrese for permission to 
come on to El Paso, it being necessary 
to get an act of congress before the road 


can be built throngh the territories of 


Arizona and New Mexico. The Texas 
Pacific company has buili; about five 


hendred miles throzgh the state of 
Texas, and haye a bill now pending 
before congress introduced by Mr. Ste- 


pens, from this state, asking aid from 
the government to continue their 
road on to the Patific coast 
on the line of the 32d parallel.

THE SUULTHERN RAILBOAD BILL. 


The new Cincinnati Southern railroad 
bili was passed in each boase of the 
Ohio legislature by anearly unanimous 
vote. It authorizes the issue, condi» 
tionally, of bonds to the amount of two 
millions of dollars and no more, to be 
sold at not less then par in lawful mon- 
ey, and not to bear a higher rate of in- 
terest than 7 percent perannum. The 
Soutbern railroad trustees are to adver- 
tise for proposals for the completion of 
the *oad,and are to accept a bid in 
their. judgment the lowest and best, 
satistactory security being given forthe 
performance of the contract. Unlessa 
bid shall fall within two millions of 
dollars it can not be accepted. When 
a bid'for the completion of the road 
shall bave been accepted by the trus- 
tees tdie mayor is to issue proclamation 
telliny the people for how much money 
the road can be finished, and calling an 
election by the people to say yes or no 
to the question whether the Southern 
road «hall be finished by the city if it 
can be finished within the limit of 
$2,006,900 

The act dees away with the objection 
that led to a negative vote at the late 
election, The peopie will now know 
that two millions will complete the 


road. They will vote knowing that 
another call for money will not be 
made. There is no duubt that the 


people of Cincinnati will this time say 
that the railroad shall be carried to 
comp 'stion. 

In this result everybody seems to re- 
joice except some of the Chattanooga 
peopie, They see in the second section 
of the new bill indications that the 
practical southern terminus of the 
road will be at Royce’s. We quote 
from the section that is alarming our 
neighbors: 

Within twenty days #fter the passage of this 
act the said trustees are directed and required 
to advertise, for forty days, twica each week, in 
three or more daily newspapers of general cir- 
culatiou in the state, one of which at least shall 
be in the city owning said railroad, for propo- 
sals for the completion of the construction of 
said railroad to a junction with any other rail- 
road of similar gauge iu the vicinity of the ter- 
minus of said railroad and extending thereto so 


astoadmit ol the passage cf trains from one 
termints to the other rminus of said railroad. 


The (hattanooga people are appre~« 
hensive that the shops of the road wil! 
be Dull at Duyve'nr, vliun depiiyiug thom 
of a considerable population that they 
have long anticipated. This is not a 
very grave matter; for Chattanooga will 
in any event get all tae other benefits 
of a quick connection with the richest 
city in the northwest. Cincinnati capi- 
tal wiil develop her mines and multiply 
her furnaces. Let vs all therefore re- 
joice in the near completion of the 
road; and when the right time comes 
both Chattanooga and Atlanta should 
throug their representative bodies 
send words of cheer to the tax-payers 
and voters of Cincinnati. The election 
will be held in the course of sixty days.

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The Dameron Case. 
The Georgia Mothodist. 

Editors Georgia Methodist : The case 
of Logan D. Dameron as concerns his 
eligibility to membership in the general 
conference has just been settled, and | 
hasten to write you the result, hoping 
that it may reach you in time for your 
next isue. He was seated by a vote 
of 133 to 131. The case is about this: 
He was originally a member of St. 
John’s church in St. Louis. He was 
charged with immorality and expelled. 
He appealed to the quarterly confer- 
ence, but before the meeting of that 
tribunal he applied for admission in 


Choteau avenue church in 
the same city,. and was 
received. If, now, his members 


ship was broken at any point, he has 
not been a member, since his second 
reception, six years, and is therefore 
not eligible. It was held by the party 
through whose influence he was seat- 
ed, thatin as much as he had not ex- 
hausted his right of appeal to the quar- 
terly conference of St. John’s church, 
when he became a member of Choteau 
avenue, that his membership never 
lapsed and that he has never been out 
of the church. 

If we fail to remember the influence 
of Fg aggre in obscuring the mind 
and in distorting logic, we will be 
ready to accuse the author of this argu- 
ment of insincerity. But he was not. 
He was simply temporarily aberated. 
If Logan D. Dameron never ceased to 
be a memoer of the church in severing 
his connection with St. John’s church, 
he received a certificate of good stand 
ing when he went to Choteau Avenue. 
But Logan D. Dameron did not receive 
a certificate of good standing from St. 
John’s church. ‘The corollary of this 
syllogism is, that he has not been a 
member cf the church six years before 
he was elected to this general confer- 
ence. He is therefore ineligible. This 
conclusion will bé more apparent if we 
look at it from another star dpoint. 

Membership in the Methodist Epis- 
copal church south, is either upon cer- 
tificate or, de novo, upon profession of 
faith. L.D. Dameron, it is conceded, 
had no certificate. He therefore came 
up de novo. If so, he came up from the 
people outside of the church, and 
therefore he could not have been in 
the church for the last six years, and 
hence cannot be eligible to member- 
ebip in the general conference. 

It is agreeable to my reasoning to re- 
member that the sainted Bishop Mar- 
vin ruled this at the annual conference 
which sent this disturber here, and yet 
in the face of his decision, partisanism 
was running 80 high, that the lay dele- 
gates elected him a reserve, and his 
principal failing to appear, he has come 
and caused ail this trouble. 

But some one will say, why was he 
voted in, then? As a peace measure 
with many pergone, we reply. It was 
feared that if it was not done there 
would be trouble in some of the north~ 
western conferences. This Dameron 
is a consummate politician, and by the 
opportunity so abundantiy furnished 
in being at the head of the book con- 
cern in St. Louis, he has conciliated 
their tavor, and by presenting himeelf 
in the attitude of a martyr, has enlists 
ed their indignation in his behalf. 

It has been and is, in our judgment, 
a bone of contention which will prove 
an unspeakable cuise. If he had pos- 
sessed the delicacy becoming a gentle- 
man, the modesty becoming a Cbris~ 
Wan, or the Christian spirit of the 
martyr whose roll he seeks to play, he 
would have never permitied or assisted 
this commotion and trouble. With 
many good men he has forfeited his 
good name, and deserves thecensure of 
every Methodist who is devoted to 
Methodist polity and principles.

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Mortimer Pitts Digs up & Bashet of 
Facts and Fascies—Iacidents of the 
Crime and Trial. 


ATLANTA GA., May 16. 
Some days ago I wrote a short article 
protestirg against the execution of Mrs Kate 
sothern. 

That article has produced # considerable ex- 
citement and provoked many responses. One 
of these was critic ul, the others commendatory, 
My objecting friend, writing as “A, B.,” is dis- 
posed to agree with me iu wiehing to save Mrs 
Sothern, but says i make an error in saying 
that she shou'd not be hanged ‘because she isa 
woman.’ Now, while there are fortunately other 
reasons than is furnished by her eex, why this 
woman should be saved from she gallows, |! 
should be willing to rest it on that plea alone. 

Iam certain that the people of Georgia, by a 
very large maj rity, are opposed to hanging wo- 
men. In putting thie issue piamply to twenty~ 
eight persons, approached at random and em. 
bracing all classes, I found twenty-six 

WHO WERE EQUALLY OPPOSED TOIT 
I believe that this proportion would be main- 
tained in a poll of the state. The people of 
Georgia were shocked atand did condemn the 
execution of Mrs. Eberhart, although she he!p- 
ed to commit an atrocious and wanton murder, 
uurelieved by a single palliatory circumsetaoce. 
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The writer of this sustained Governor Smith in 
his refusal to interfere, and krows very wel! that 
he wrote in tbe teeth of four-ti{thsof his readers 
when he did so. 

The hanging of women is unnecessary and 
brutal. In decreeing pupishment for a class of 
persons, it seems to me that the 
law might «+ satisfied if the punishment 
wes certain and of such nature thatit would 
protect society from the criminals of that class. 
Wecannot expect the law to end with throwing 
a murderer into prison, because his strength, 
boldness and address will en»bile him to escape 
aod attack society egain. 1, is a poor prison 
barrier that will not hold a woman. When a 
murderess is sept to the penitentiary, society 
may cease to trouble itself sbout ber. She is 
powerless to injure it further. 

We never find a woman that fs imbued with 
mtrderous instincts. Whenever she kille, it is 
in some terrible outburet of passion that is phe- 
nomenal and can hardly repeat itself. It is safe 
to say that eight murders out of ten are com- 
mitted through the suggestivn or influenee of 
whisky—an influence to which men are habitu= 
ally subject and from which women are almost 
entire y free. Of one thousand muraers hardly 
more than ten will be found to have been 
committed by wuren. These things euggest 
that a lighter puvishmert might be decreed for 
women than for men, I believe the time will 
come when the law will preec ibe that a wo- 
map shall not go to the gal!cws. Ft is true that 
there is more sentiment than argument in favor 
of this reform. But most of the great revolutions 
of thie world have been based on a sentiment 

A REVIEW OF THE SOTHERN CASE. 


But this Sothern case reste on {ts own merite 
Indeed, a shrewd observ r gaid to me the other 
day; “If she had been a man the jury would 
never have convicted her.”’ In other words, a 
husband might have kilied a man who tried to 
come between himself and his wife, and have 
escaped death, ,but a women who attempts to 
preserve the sacredness of her domestic re. 
jations must die. If you, sir, knew thata man 
had been too intimate witn your wife, you 
would kill him without waiting for the provo« 
cation of a further contact. And tbe law would 
sustain you. A jury acquitted Sickles, who 
killed Key for having led bts wife aviray. Won ld 
it have acqnitted Mrs. Sickles if she had killeda 
woman who had won her husband from her 
side?” 

The history of the Sothern case in its de- 
talis can never be written. The main points 
are these :

Her story is that she war so much afraid o,f 
Miss Fowler—afraid of her infinence over her 
husband, and of personal violeace to herseit— 
that she persuaded Bob Sothern to move 
out of the neighborhood. While liv- 
ing at their new home, her 
heath became very bad. She had three 
epiteptic fits on Monday before the killing, which 
unnerved and unbalanced her. This, added to 
the knowledge that she was about to become a 
mother, so prostrated ber that her husband 
carried her to her mother’s, where she might 
have the treatment necessary, Jt was the first 
night after her arrival that the party came cff 
at which the kiliing took place. 

Sothern was vot participating in the 
party. She said she was tired,sick and neryous, 
and was sitting up simply becauge shé could not 
go te bed while the house was filled wita guests. 
She says she never danced in her iife,and was 
never at a dance exceptthigone. She is a mem- 
berof the Baptist church, 614 was at the time of 
the kiting in good standing im the church.
